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elected claims of Group II in a later application. 

Applicants respectfully submit that the subject matter of 
the Group II claims is sufficiently related to the subject 
matter of the Group I claims to allow for examination of all of 
the claims together. Indeed, the Group II claims are either 
directly or indirectly dependent on Claim 1 of Group I, and thus 
include the subject matter claim 1. It would seem that the 
common subject matter and dependence of the claims would warrant 
examining all of the claims together. It is difficult to see 
how such a single examination would create any serious burden on 
the Patent Office. In fact, Applicants submit that a single 
examination may even be more economical. 
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
